This proposition was 
treated wiih contempt and after a little con- 
ference between thémselves the police sud- 
denly ranged themselves in front of the win- 
dow and declared no ballots should be cast. 
Their orders, they said, came direct from the 
City Hall and shortly after they had com- 
menced to enforce the order they were 
joined by ten more officers in uniform and

tion opened up a polling-place just across the 
alley, and at 4 o'clock the delegate ticket of 
this faction had received 181 votes and 
the administration faction only four. 
Henry Stuckart headed the list. 
There were eight polling- places in the 
ward and in nearly every instance the O'Brien 
faction claimed the Hopkins-Joyce people 
had refused all votes except those intended 
for the administration delegate tickets. The 
result was that independent polling- places 
were opened. In several instances the 
O’Brien people claimed to have the regularly 
appointed judges aud clerks, and it was de- 
clared the judges and clerks voting in 
O’Brien’s home district did not reside in that 
locality. | 0 

At 5 o’clock the administration judges and 
clerks locked in the barn in the First District 
of the Sixth Ward deserted their post and 
gave up the fight to the O’Brien people, who 
polled 437 votes. It is claimed only 7 
votes were cast at the administration polling 
place in this district. At the polling place at 
Thirty-fifth and Locke streets the police 
attempted to suppress some of 
O’Brien’s lieutenants, and the result was 
a number of them were hustled off to the sta- 
tion. The police also exercised their authority 
at one or two other polling places to the dis- 
comfort of some of O’Brien’s supporters. 
Each faction will go into the convention this 
morning with thirty-one delegates. 

There was a bitter contest in the Eighth 
Ward, but no heads were broken. Chief 
Grain Inspector Bunker led the. adminis- 


five in citizens’ clothes. Not only were the 
voters in the district not allowed to cast their 
ballots, but they were prohibited from ap- 
proaching within six fect of the window or 
talking with the jadgesinside.

Twenty-five years ago under these 
circumstances I would have fought my way 
to that ballot-box. I am a little too old to 
muke that attempt now, but I would like to

The delegates on the administration ticket 
were John H. Synon, Charles A. Spring, 
George Gilmore, and Charles Fox. On the 
McDonald ticket the delegates were Harvey 
T. Weeks, John A. King, Gen. R. J. Smith, 
and John J. Hayes. ‘The would-be voters at 
the polls declaréd the only men known 
to them on the administration ticket had 
bad records. A little before 7 o'clock the 
three judges, who were ina position where 
they could not be restrained by the police, 
cast three ballots for the McDonald ticket and 
will present credentials to the convention cer- 
tifying ta their election. This, it is claimed, 
according to the returns last night, will give 
McDonald sixteen out of the twenty delegates 
from the ward.

Soon After the Command Leaves Pana, 
Homeward Bound, the Encineer Dis- 
covers an Obstruction on the Rail and 
Sees Men Running Away- Col. Turner

Decatur, III., June 11,—[Special.|—Ob- 
structions were placed on the track a short

„When the train stopped a ew minutes after 
leaving Pana the fireman ran back to the 
gatlmg-gun car, held up a long iron bar, 
and said the engine had just passed over it. 
It was bound into a switch frog. A pile of 
ties were thrown from the track a moment 
before by the engine and there are attempts 
being made to wreck the train. He said he 
saw men running across the prairie, and had

the train been going fast the engine would 
have been derailed and the train wrecked,”’ 

A few seconds later Majs. Sanborn, Eddy, 
and Tolman were receiving orders from Col, 
Turner. Each soon had fifty men under 
arms; rifles in their hands and faces to the 
windows, and orders{were to shoot through the 
windows at any one throwing stones or mak- 
ing any attempt ‘toinjure the train or men, 
The cars. were darkened so the troops would 
have an advantage. 

The train is running slow and may not 
reach the city until after 8 o’clock. The 
two-section proposition was abandoned and

WAR AT PANA COMES ro AN END, 


First Regiment Will Be Home This Morn- 
ing~A Midnight Alarm. 

Pana, III., June 11.—[Special.]—The First 
Regiment left for Chicago in two special Iili- 
nois Central trains at 9 o’clock tonight, At 
4o’clock Sheriff Johnson telegraphed Gov, 
Altgeld that he could take care of the city 
without the assistance of the troops. At 5 
o'clock orders came to break camp and for 
the regiment to return home. The soldiers 
expéct to be in Chicago at 8 a, m. tomorrow. 

All this is the result of a visit by Assistant 
Kajutant-General H. E. Bayle and Sheriff 
Johnson to the Pope Grove camp of strikers 
this afternoon. There were only 100 men at 
that place. They were asked if they would 
go home. This they refused to do, The 
leaders said they were peaceable and had no 
intention of injuring any one. They expected 
a large number of strikers to assemble in the 
grove in muss- meeting. and until that time, 
which. was not mentioned, they would not 
leave. 
them, they said. As for arms, the Sheriff was

at liberty to search them if he cared to. This 
was not done. Gen. Bayle offered a train to 
convey the men to their homes, but they re- 
jected the offer. 

After leaving the grove Sheriff Johnson 
said he could get along without military as- 
sistance and so notified the Governor, No 
demonstration was made by the strikers ta- 
day. The home men seem to be more dan- 
gerous than those from outside towns, and if

Against a New Funding Act, 


A quéstion has arisen as to the effect of the 
proposed Pacific roads funding bill on the in- 
dividual liability of the Stanford estate and 
other stockholders for the government debt 
of the roads. Some of the lawyers of Con- 
gress. inc uding Representative Maguire of 
San Francisco, say that a new funding act 
would be in the nature of a settlement of 
accounts between the government and the 
roads and that this settlement would be an 
absolute and final discharge of all stockholders 
from individual liability. The present move of 
the Attorney-General against the Stanford 
estate is based on the fact that the Pacific 
railroad delt is jut to mature. As a de- 
fault in payment is assured the Attorney-Gen- 
eral takes the precaution to notify the Stan- 
ford estate that a claim will be made against 
it when the default of the road actually oc- 
curs. But the purpose of the funding bill 
now being framed in committee is to post- 
pone the debt before the default occurs, The 
period of postponement is variously -esti- 
mated at from fifty to eighty years, no exact 
time paving been fixed by the committee. 
In case of such settlement it is said 
it would operate as a practical dis- 
charge of the Stanford estate and 
other stockholders, as no estate or individual 
property could be kept intact for fifty or 
eighty years pending the maturity of a gov- 
ernment debt.

The Fort Howard Limited Makes the Mil- 
waukee Trip in Two Hours. 
Faultiessly equipped, the new fast train on 
the’ Northwestern railroad left the Wells 
Street Depot at 3 o’clock p. m. yesterday on 
its second trip to Milwaukee.

Illinois Trust and Savings Bank the Pur- 
chaser=The Price Was 99—May Place 
the Whole Issue Abroad Edison Com- 
pany’s Annual Report — Liberal Policy 
Adopted at the Stock Exchange—Break 
in West @Ohicago Stock - National Bank 
Holdings, 

The Illinois Trust and Savings Bank has 
purchased from the West Chicago Street 
railroad company the $1,220,000 tunnel 
bonds which that company has held in its 
treasury for some time. The purchase still 
hinges on a favorable opinion from John P. 
Wilson as to the lien of the mortgage, but 
there is thought to be no probability that the 
opinion will be unfavorable. The Illinois 
Trust and Savings is considering a proposi- 
tion from London for the purchase of the en- 
tire block. The price which the bank paid 
for the bonds was about 99. These bonds 
were issued in 1889 and the whole issue is $1,- 


. 500,000. Before the completion of the tunnel 


the market for bonds wasnot favorable. The 
company supposed that it sold the entire issue 
soon after the date of the mortgage, but most.of 
them came back into the'treasury. They were 
then used as collateral security for loans. Some 
of those loans were called during the financial 
disturbances of last summer and the company 
then issued new stock and with the proceeds 
took up the loans and turned the bonds into the 
treasury. The bonds are issued bya distinct 
corporation. The street railroad company leases 
the tunnel at a rental which it agrees shall never 
fall below an amount sufficient to pay the in- 
terest on the bonds and provide a sinking fund 
for their retirement. The money which the com, 
pany now realizes for the bonds will be used in 
the main to pay for electrical construction.

RECEIVERS MAY BORROW $1,000,000, 


Judge Jenkins Issues an Order Which 
Will Permit Payment of Interest. 

Mitwauxes, Wis., June 11.— [Special. 
There will be no default on the interest and 
sinking funds of the Northern Pacific railroad 
this year. Judge Jenkins this afternoon 
granted the petition of the receivers to make 
a loan of $1,000,000 with which to meet this 
obligation July 1. The petition was made on 
behalf of the receivers by Messrs. Crom well 
and Miller. The a:nount of the interest and 
sinking funds which will be due on the first 
mortgage bonds, amounting to $4,600,000, 
on July 1, is $1,648,005. This is less the 
amount which will come from the sale of 
lands.

and alleys between Forty-seventh and Fifty-tifth 
streets, laid under cover ofan injunction ob- 
tained Nov. 28; 1892, in the Circuit Court in case 
general No. 109,594, I beg to inform you that said 
injunction wasidissolved and the bill for injunc- 
12 dismissed for want of equity May 29, 1893, 
he railroad company took an appeal to the Ap- 
pellate Court, and made a motion to continue 
the injunction in force pending such appeal. 
That motion was denied about Jan. 20, 1893, 
and thereafter the appeal was dismissed. There 
bas never beén since June, 1893, any legal 
obstacle to tearing up the tracks of said 
company above referred to. Shortly 
after I as placed in charge of 
© Law Department I communicated 
with the re . the company and peremptori- 
ly demanded tearing up of these tracks, and 
lam informed) that the tracks across Fifty-first 
street have been removed. I have no delinite in- 
formation regarding the tracks across the other 
ntersecting streets between Forty-seventh and 
Fifty-fifth streets, but I understand they are 
about to be taken up. If they have not yet been 
removed or will not be torn up immediately. 
there is 1 no legal obstacle to forcible ac- 
tion on the part of the Commissioner. 
Second—As to the tracks of the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad cadmpany, between Monroe and Ran- 
dolph streets, and east of Central avenue ex- 
tended south, the Commissioner of Public Works, 
acting under instructions from this department, 
notified the company to remove them, In answer 
to that notice the company, under date of June 
1, 1894, addressed a letter to the Commissioner 
orks, which is on file in his 
in it 7 Our company 
has never made any claim to any rights 
whatever to have these tracks maintained on city 
— 2 Wejhave always intimated our will- 
ness to rempve them as soon as the exigencies 
of the public need demand it. The tracks which 
this company has laid, therefore, on the west side 
of its right of way and on the vacant public land 
will be removed at once, 
the admission above qnoted contained in 
the fetter of the IIlinois Central railroad com- 
pany it would seem that there is nothing to be 
done by the iow Department to establish the 
city's right to the promises. 


Illinois Central’s Removal. 


Third—aAs to the tracks of the Illinois Central 
railroad company near Sixty-first street connect- 
ing its main right ot way with the Washington 
Driving Park, regarding which the Council 
passed a removal order May 28, I beg to inform 

ou that by aniordinance of the Village of Hyde 

ark passed April 4, 1887, permission was grant- 
ed to the Illingis Central railroad company to

Beginning at a point on the IIlinois Centra] ruil- 
road about O feet southof Sixtieth street. 
thence southwesterly on a curve to the east line 
of Madison avenue opposite Lot 1, in Block 1, in 
Keith's subdivision of the sonthwest quarter of 
the southeast quarter in Section 14, thence, after 
comes said | avenue, westerly on and along a 
strip of ground from forty to fifty feet in width 
lying south of and adjoining Sixty-first street and 
across the intervening streets to the grounds of 
the Washingtob Park club lying on the west side 
of Cottage Grove avenue, said tracks to be 
laid upon any grounds now owned or that may 
hereafter be jacquired by said railway company 
upon the route above described and across all 
stgeets or alléys on or along said route. And au- 
thority and permission are also hereby granted 
to said Lllingis Central railroad company to lay 
down at any and all times hereafter such turn- 
outs, Ys, and sidings on the line above described 
as said railway company may deem necessary to 
enable it to reach any manufacturing or other 
establishments, and also to construct and main- 
tain proper switching tracks in connection with 
said line of railroad. ) 

In view of the foregoing ordinarce I am con- 
strained to hold that the tracks in quesuon were 
laid by proper authority, and unless since their 
construction something has happened which 
makes their maintenance unlawful the city 
would not be justified in causing the removal of 
the tracks in question. 

Fourth—As regards the numerous freight-yard 
tracks of the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
railway company crossing Sixty-third and State 
streets, the company Skturday, April 21, filed 
in the Superior Court a bill for an in- 
junction and obtained a temporary injunc- 
tion. without notice restraining the city 
from removing the tracks. On the following 
Wednesday, April 25, notice was given to the 
railroad company’s attorneys that we would on 
the following morning before Judge Ewing move 
the court to dissolve the injunction. Thursday 
morning, April 26, that motion was set down for 
a hearing of the afternoon of the same day. 
Arguments ware made by both sides Thursday 
afternoon and all day Friday. The motion of the 
city was pases upon the claim that the railroad 
company’s bill for an injunction failed to dis- 
close sufficient authority for the maintenance of 
the tracks. Attheciose of the hearing Judge 
Ewing took the case under advisement. until tne 


following Monday morning, Mond morning. 
April 30, at 16:30 a. m.. 8 Ewing entered 


his decision dissolving the injuncti and dis- 
missing the bill for want of equity. I at once 
notified by telephone the Superintendent of 
Streets, who had been instructed by me to be in 
readiness with a sufficient force of men in the 
neighborhood of: Sixty-third and State streets, 
that the injunction had been dissolved. 


Union Stock-Yards Tracks. 


5. As regards the tracks of the Union Stock- 
Yards and Transit company near Fortieth street, 
a bill for an injunction to restrain the city from 
tearing up the tracks was filed May 5, 1804, On 
May 22 an amended bill was filed. Since then 
the City Law Department hasthad frequent con- 
sultations with the Hon. Lyman J. Trambull, 
who represents the private property-owners in- 
terested in the fight against the Stock- Yards com- 
pany, which led to the conclusions that the 
allegations of the bill for an injunction if true 
are probably sufficient to establish the right of 
the company to maintain its tracks. We are in- 


the bill for an, injunction ares likely to put 
a different aspect upon the legal status of the 
tracks in question. The matter is very involved 
and requires an exhaustive examination of ques- 
tions of law and of complicated facts. Consider- 
ing the enormous amount of work with which this 
office is birdened.we are making fast progress in 
this matter. We cannot afford to go into court 
insufficiently prepared, As soon as the necessary 
evidence is collected the answer of the city will 
be prepared and filed and the case set down for 
hearing I hope that this stage of the case can 
be reached before the summer vacation of the 
courts. A temporary injunctibn might have been 
obtained by the railroad company without notice 
to the city at any time since filing its amended 
bill. No injunction has been applied for, owing 
to an agreement between the city officials and the 
company's attorneys to the effect that the status 

no should be preserved during the pendency of 
the case. H 1. 

Sixth—As to the St. Chatles Air line tracks, 
this department May 17, 1894, gave an opinion 
to his Honor the Mayor that the company proba- 
bly had the right to lay down one of the tracks 
of said road, but thay its second track was laid 
without authority. The Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works thereupon notified the company to re- 
move the tracks. May 24 a bill was filed in the 
United States Circuit Court by the Michigan Cen- 
tral railroad company, one of the coowners of the 
St. Charles Air line, The allegations of the 
bill to the contrary notwithstanding this 
department ig still of the opinion that the second 
track is illegally maintained. We ore pepparing 
our defonse as fast as ible. Meanwhile 
have commenced negotiations with the various 
railroad — 1 omnes the road with a view 
to bringing about the elevation of the tracks of 
the Air line. I am positively informed that the 
engineers are at work upon a plan of elevation 
which is to be submitted to the city authorities 
at an early date. Ifthe elevation of the tracks 
of this line could be accomplished one of the 
knottiest questions in the track elevation prob. 
lem would be solved and one of the weightiest 


obstacles in the way of elevating several other 


railroads would be remov 
Counsel Defines His Duty. 


The above mentioned six instances of alleged 
illegal obstructions of streets by railways are all 
which have thus far been brought to my notice.

ELABORATE TESTS OF MAIL SERVICE. 


Postmaster Hesing Devises a Plan for 
Ascertaining Postal Efficiency, 

Postmaster Hesing has instituted an elab- 
crate system of test letters in view of the 
changes ordered by the Postal Commision to 
go into effect July 1. He will send out 3,006 
letters to private parties all over the city, re- 
questing an immediate reply, with ‘a view of 


ascertaining exactly how good or how poor 


the present service is. He will repeat the 


‘tests as soon as the new scheme is fairly in 


operation, with a view. of showing by contrast 
how much betjer itis than the old. There 
are in the city fifty-seven postoffices without 
free delivery and thirteen delivery stations, 
and all of them are to be tested. A week ago 
500 letters were sent out for one test. One 
was sent through cach of the postoffices 
without a free delivery, and nine wete 
sent through each delivery station. These 
nine were equally divided between the sub 
districts nearest to the station, farthest from 
it, and between the two. Secretary Cahill said 
yesterday 95 per cent of the replies had been 
received and the showing was bad for the 
present system of sending ail Chicago mail 
through the main office. it took longer to 
et an answer from the station at Halsted and 
Vashington streets than from South Chicago. 
Today or tomorrow the testa will be reversed, 
but in a different way. Each postoffice will 
mail a letter through every other postoffice 
and delivery station in the city, and each de. 
livery station will niail nine letters to each of 
the other twelve delivery stations. Soon after 
July 1 these tests will all be repeated,

test— standing Committees Named. 


Two delegations of residents of La Salle 
avenue appeared before the Lincoln Park 
Commissioners yesterday, one fa voring and 
the other opposing the -proposition to open a 
driveway into Lincoln Park at the head of 
La Salle avenue. Two petitions were pre- 
sented to the board, the one advocating the 
opening of the driveway being signed by 
Corporation Counsel Rubens, W. H. Young, 
S. E. Gross, Robert Lindblom, J. F. Steven. 
son, and others. Mr. Rubens presented the 
petition, together with an argument im its 
support. The petition set out that the 
residents of La Salle avenue and 
vicinity were desirous of a driveway 
which would provide 
trance to Lincoln Park; that the entrance 
to the park at North avenue and Clark street 
was objectionable in that it was narrow and 
easily obstructed, and for the further reason 
that the immediate location wasa transfer 
point for the street car lines, where people 
collected in such numbers, especially Sun- 
days, as to almost completely block the way. 
It was suggested that this entrance to Lin- 
coln Park might be closed as a driveway, 
provided such a course was thought advisable 
by the Commissioners in providing an en- 
trance at La Salle avenue. Mr. Rubens said 
in advocacy of the proposition that all the 
people west of Clark street were interested in 
having a carriage drive in Lincoln Park at the 


head of La Salle street. This element, 


said Mr. Rubens, is not composed of the 
more wealthy classon Dearborn avenue and 
east of us who have handsome outfits and no 
particular choice as to where they drive into 
the park, but the more modest class. . 


Improvements Do Not Warrant an Entrance. 


La Salle avenue as at present improved 
in the vicinity of Lincoln Park is not entitled 
to an entrance to a hog pen,“ said Commis- 
sioner Winston, addressing Mr. Rubens, 
What do you propose in the matter of im. 
proving ae 

Some of thé more progressive property- 
owners on the street have been vote "ie — 
it improved for years, said Mr. Rubens. 
There is in the courts a measure which will 
come up for action within a few days provid- 
ing for an enforced assessment to improve 
the street, which will at least give the north 
enda respectabie pavement. But should it 
be defeated and if we can get the improve- 
inents in no other way, we who favor the im- 
provements will pay for them ourselves. 

It was said by others of the delegation that 
the entrance to the park at North avenue and 
Clark street was not practicable as a drive- 
way because of a triangular projection imme- 
diately at the opening. 

The leading spirits present in opposition to 
the proposed entrance to the park were O. B. 
Green, D. W. Callinan, and Charles S. Waller, 
who, witb many others, subscribed to the pe- 
tition presented asking that it reconsider any 
steps taken with the view to opening a drive- 
way from the head of La Salle avenue 
through Lincoln Park. Mr. Green said the 
park was created for the benefit of all classes, 
and that the majority of ple who visited 
the park walked there. Gt 


acres, or nearly one-sixth of it, was devoted 
to driveways already. The proposed drive- 
way, he said, would cut through the beautiful 
esplanade which extends along the western 
boundary from North avenue to Center 
street, 

Suggests Widening Present Driveway. 

Mr. Waller showed the Commissioners a 


plat which provided for the lopping off of the 
objectionable point at the North avenue en- 


trance which would widen it thirty-eight feet 


and do away with the obstructions of which 


the petitioners complained. President Craw- . 
ford thought the suggestion good, but said 


it could not be taken up until a settlement of 
some kind was effected on the original prop- 
osition. 

Mr. Callinan said he represented the people 
of the North Side, who sent him to oppose the 
proposed entrance to the park. Mr. Waller 
then made another suggestion. He thought 
it would be wise for the property-owners who 
were so anxiousjto open La Salle avenue into 
Lincoln Park to make the oe of the 
avenue presentabie. The President of the 
board, he thought, should advise the gentle- 
mon who were clamoring to open the avenue 
into the park to first make improvements 
such as would justify the joining of the two. 

President Crawford asked Mr. Rubens if 
the petitioners he represented would accept 
either of Mr. Waller’s suggestions. Mr. 


Rubens said there was no such thing as in- 


ducing some of the property-owners on La 
Salle avenue to contribute toward wry dalton 
the street and he would not discuss impossi- 
bilities. : 

The whole matter was referred to the Con- 
struction committee, composed of all the 
mem bers of the board. 

A mass-meeting of the opponents of the 
scheme will be held in the park tomorrow 
night.

3,000 feet from the present shore line. : 

The board ordered three electric launches 
put in operation and instructed tho Superin- 
tendent to report on some plan by which 
nominal charges may be made for their use.

PROF. SWING ON ARARORISTIC IMMI- 
GRATION. 

In his sermon last Sunday upon strikes and 
strikers and the evils of immigration Prof. 
Swing told some home truths. As to the 
ethics of strikes the professor aptly said: 

The present are the most chaotic years of the 
pussing generation. In the times of the rebellion 
there were more struggles and more battles, but 
they could be understood; but there is something 
annoying in a time when ‘nobody seems to know 
the cause und effect. We do know that men re- 
fuse to sell their labor at the offered price, and 
we do know that if a man has a pound of butter 
or agates he has the right to refuse to sell them 
at the price offered, He may hold’ them for 
higher prices. So if a man has labor to sell he 
may offer luis mind or muscle for 50 cents or $5 
a day, but itis clear men who have fixed prices 
have no right to interfere with other men who 
want to sell their labor at a lower rate. They 
have a right to strike for higher wages, but when 
men try to stop other men from working they bo- 
come criminals. 

This is a fair definition of the rights of 
strikers, As to the duty of enforcing law the 


professor was equally concise and correct. 


| He said: 


The Governor or Nation hesitating to enfores 
the law of person and property is encouraging 
anarchy out and out. Such a trifling State or 
Nation is only a bedlam. But our problem is 
more complex, We need alaw that will cut off, 
for ten years or more, immigration, We have 
more labor than capital can use. We have made 
voters of the men who are ignorant and criminal. 
We have made the stuffed ballot-box and have 
made the mobs valuable because they can stuff 
the ballot-box at every election. The officets 


hesitate to prosecute those who have manipulat- 


ed them into office. 

The application of these general principles 
was directly to the point: 

We must not omit a single duty in these days. 
We are heavily taxed because. we deal with those 
who do not admire our laws and customs; how- 
ever, immigration will soon be checked by the 
evident fact that there is no more work for the 
millions abroad. The American paradise is at 
last overrun; We have no more work. There is 
more work for those we have if they will: turn 
from the city to the farm. But when one man 
can do but one simple job and turns the earaings 
of that job into drink, itis folly to bring them 
here, The saloon and death will get ahead of 
the school-house aud the church. 

Prof. Swing has laid down some broad and 
pointed generalizations bearing upon the labor 
question which thoughtful persons should 
bear in mind and act upon, The whole story 
of the present troubles of the country is, told 


in the above extracts.

A BILLION OF GOLD IN SIGHT, 

United States Consul Benedict at Cape- 
town has sent to the State, Departmenta full 
report on the gold flelds of South Africa. He 
says that the product of one of these fields, 
the Witwatersrand district alone, has increased 
from 28.000 ouncesin 1887, huly six years 
ago, to 1,478,000 ounces in 1893, and other 
districts show large increases. Altogether 
the raw gold turned out by the South African 
fields last year amounted to more than 27 
million dollars. He thinks¥the one district 
named will be turning out 200,000 ounces 
per month before next August and notes that 
a production of 300,000 ounces per month is 
expected before full develoy ment is reached. 

Consul Benedict says it is too early to ob- 
tain statistics as to Mashoraland and Mata- 
beleland, but there is no possible doubt the 
whole country as far north as the Zambesi 
River is very rich in gold, both alluvial and 
quartz reef. It is reported to him by some 
American prospectors who have passed a long 
time in the extreme North that from Beira, 
on the East coast, inland to Salisbury, at 
least, there are unmistakable indications of 
mining having been done on an extensive 
scale centuries ago. A railroad 850 miles 
long is being constructed between these two 
places and nearly a quarter of it is completed. 
The best informed scientists claim that Beira 
is the Ophir of the Bible, and it is generally 
believed that the Portuguese formerly ob- 
tained large quantities of gold north of the 
Zambesi. Late newspapers report the finding 
of rich alluvial deposits in Mashonaland, near 
Victoria, and smaller quantities have been 
found in Cape Colony and Natal, while Dam- 
arataland, aGerman possession on the west 
coast, appears to be rich in gold, but scarcely 
has been opened yet. 

A mining engineer sent out by the German 
Goverhment to look into the prospects for 
gold-mining in that region has made esti- 
mates of the contents of one tract of eleven 
and a half miles long in the Witwatersrand 
district. He has demonstrated to his own sat- 
isfaction that this tract will produce more 
than a billion dollars’ worth of gold in addi- 
tion to the yield up to date. This will be 
taken out in the next twenty-five years, and 
he thinks it possible that by going still deeper 
another 700 millions will be obtained in the 
farther future. He thinks it probable that 
the present output will be doubled within the 
next ten years. He says the total length of 
the rand is about fifty miles, and the total 
results of mining there must far exceed the 
above-named amount even .if many Bf the

to $60 for every inhabitant of the American 
cities which had a population of not Jess than 
10,000 in 1890. As the cost of street paving 
is paid by the owners of abutting property in 
most cities, the municipality paying only for 
the intersections and for the proportion 
chargeable te public property, the cost falls 
directly on real estate. If paid by one per- 
son in five, either as owner or tenant (the 
latter by increased rental), the average for 
those who must pay the expense is $30 per 
year for adecade, though for business streets 
this sum must be increased by an amount not 
easily determined. 

The paying qualities of good street pave- 
ments are easily demonstrated. The average 
resistance to traction on asphalt, wood block, 
brick, and granite block roads is less than 
one-third that on the streets of a city having 
only mucadam, cobblestone, earth, and sand 
road surfaces in aboutequal proportion, That 
is, a horse can draw for ten hours three times 
as heavy a load on streets of the first class as 
on the second. The possible gain from this in 
dollars and cents is indicated by the statistics 
for freight transportation. In 1890 the 
railroads of the United States moved 
a little more than 700 million tons 
of freight. The average street haul 
could not have been legs than a quarter 
of a mile each way, the cost of the hauls ex- 
ceeding 140 million dollars, if it be assumed 
that a load weighing a ton cannot be trans- 
ported a mile by means of animals and ve- 
hicles for less than 40 cents, A saving of 
two-thirds of this sum would amount to 935 
million dollars in ten years, without making 
any allowance for the annual increase in 
traffic. But railroad freights represent not 
more tha half of the street haulimg, so it 
may be concluded that the cost of street traffic, 
largely in cities of more than 10,000 inhab- 
itants, could be reduced nearly 1,900 million 


dollars in ten years, or two billions including 


interest. This would pay for 28,000 miles 
of street paving at a cost of $70,000 per 
mile. 

In these cities there are more than 600,000 
horses used for driving purposes. It costs not 
less than $100 per year each to feed them. 
Experience shows they must be fed one-fourth 
more when driven over unpaved streets than 
when they travel the same distance over a 
solid and nearly level surface. Here is a pos- 
sible saving of 15 millions per year. There 
are 400,000 vehicles in daily use for riding 
purposes in these cities. The tires, spokes, 
springs. rivets, and other parts which are 
strained by traction will last twice as long in 
service on good pavements as on rough road- 
ways. The average yearly cost of repairs and 
of wear and tear is $25, so that in this item 
there is a possible saving of five million dol- 
lars per year. Adding in for interest and the 
saving from these two items would pay for 
350 miles of street paving each year if made 
a special tax. And to these important gains 
as measured in dollars, we ought to add the 
large saving in time and increased pleasure 
and comfort derivable from the use of good 
roads as contrasted with bad ones.

So far 
he has not had a response. Megnwhile the 
refugees are being detained on th Benning 
ton.

Feree Paracuay’s President to Resign. 

The coup d'etat in Paraguay meg § 
ended ecefully. Not a shot was fired. 
Gens. guida, Caballero, and Escobar, 
each of whom is a candidate forthe Presi- 
dency, entered into a conspiracy with the 
Minister of War to ovérthtow President Gon- 
zales. When the President, accompanied by 
the Minister of the Interior and the Chief of 
Police, was entering the Congress, in Assump- 
tion, he was suddenly surroundedand arrested 
by armed men, who compelled him to resign 
bis office. The Vice-President, who is a 
nephew of Gen. Caballero, at once assumed 
the powers of President. The object of the 
coup d’ptat was to destroy the official candi- 
dacy of Dr. Decond, Paraguay’s Minister to 
Uruguay. 

A fight for spoils between the three gentle- 
men who want to be President will probably 
commence in July during the electgon of 
electors. The Vice-President favors his uncle, 
Gen. Caballero, while the Minister of War 
wants Gen. Egueguida to succeed, and the 
Chief ot the Police supports Gen. Escobar. 
Direat telegraph wires from Paraguay have 
been cut and communication is interrupted.

WARM FIGHT TO PREVENT A LYNCHING. 


George Moore Saved from a Mob at West 
Indianapolis by a Marshal. 


” InpranaPpois, Iad., June 11.—[Special. ]— 
George Moore was lodged in jail here tonight 
by Marshal Thomas Perry of West Indianap- 
olis after a desperate fight with a mob of in- 
furiated citizens in the suburb™intent on 
lynching the prisoner, At5o’clock a num- 
ber of boys bathing in Eagle Creek, near the 
Indianapolis and Vincennes railroad bridge, 
saw Moore sneaking along the bank. Ernst 
Da vis, a boy of 8 years, living at No, 243 
River avenue, left the water to look 
after his clothing, when Moore seized him 
and dragged him some. distance to a thicket 
and nearly beat him to death. The other boys 
left the water and guided by the screams of 
Davis rushed to where Moore had his victim. 
They pelted the man with stones and clubs 
until some citizens arrived, quickly followed 
by the Town Marshal, and started to lynch 
the prisoner. Marshal Perry drew his revol- 
ver and fought his way through the crowd, 
recaptured Moore, and etarted for the town 
jail, On the way the mob followed. 
stoning the prisoner, striking him with 
their tists, and frequently renewing 
the fight to get him from the 
officer. The prisoner’s clothes were almost 
all torn from his back, blood streamed froin 
his faée, and he was half dead when taken 
before Justice of the Peace Allen, who con- 
tinued his case. To prevent the mob from 
storming the jail tonight and hanging him to 
a tree Moore was secretly removed to the jail 
in Indianapolis. The Davis boy will recover.

MAKE REPORT OF LABORS OF THE 
PRESBYTERIAN ASSEMBLY. 


Returned Delegates Talk of Action Taken 
Before the Chicago Presbytery=Meth- 
ogists Discuss Dancing and Amuse- 
ments“ The Fool in Politics Re- 
formed Episcopalians End Their Tri- 
ennial Convention—To Meet in Three 
Years in New YorkeTalks on Turkey. 


Members of the Chicago Presbytery heard 
reports yesterday from delegates who at- 
tended the General Assembly of the presby- 
terian Church which convened in Saratoga 
May 17. The meeting of the local presby- 
tery yesterday was held in the Y. M. C. A. 
Building. The Rev. N. D. Hillis of Evanston 
said that he had been a kicker from first 
to lust in the assembly's deliberations and 
voted, as a rule, against measures that in the 
end prevailed. He opposed the majority re- 
port making the deliverances of the General 
Assembly .binding upon the theological sem- 
inaries, He said the spirit of the report was 
the way of the highwayman, who, after sub. 
dumg a victim, compelled him to yield 
his ions in a certain way. 
Eider C. J. Merritt of the Sixth Presbyterian 
Church said he had acted contrary to Dr. 
Hillis in everything material and that he be- 
lieved he had done right in every instance. 
He had heard Prof. Smith’s eloquent appeal, 
the deliverance of which required more than 
three days, and in the end he was constrained 
through a deep faith in the truths of the Bible 
to oppose the position taken by him. Asa 
business-man he could not see that the ma. 
jority report with reference to the theological 
seminaries could be fruitful of harm. The 
Rev. Dr. D. R. Breed of the Church of the 
Covenant said the work upon which he was 


engaged at the meeting of the assembly would 


result soonin a marked advance in the char- 

» acter of the church’s publication and Sun- 
day-school work. He said more and better 
talent would be employed at once on the 
church publication. Memorial minutes were 
read on Prof. J. W. Larimore, the Rev. M. V. 
B. Van Arsdale, and the Rev. Dr. E. Cone 
Bissell. The Rev. J. Findley Malcolm of 
Schuyler was introduced to the presbytery 
and the Rev. L. F. Davis was disniissed to the 
presbytery of Shantang, China. 


Methodists Talk of Dancing, 


The amusement question was discussed by 
the Methodist ministers at their meeting yes- 
terday. The Rev. W. F. Atchinson of Hyde 

Park made the address. He took the ground 
that if the church would give its attention to 
more important matters than dagcing, card 
playing, and theater-going the amusement 
question would take care of itself. He did 
not believe in specifying and thought the 
ministers should devote their attention more 
to general worldliness. The Rev. A. J. Jut- 
kins of the Lake Bluff church said he thought 
it was not so much the dance itself as the 
modern society dance. The dress of modern 

people at their fashiona- 
balls he criticised severely. 
W. B. McGuffin of the St. Charles Church 
told how he and his wife stamped out a strong 
movement to organize a dancing school in 
their village by organizing a flag drill.“ He 
believed ingenuity could be used to accom- 
plish the suppression of the amusement evils 
to better advantage than strict discipline. 
W. H. Burns, presiding elder of the Chicago 
district, held there was no high spiritual life 
in a church honeycomed with the amusements 
of the danci card-playing, and theater go- 
ing variety. e believed that on account of 
this very matter of amusement the Methodist 
Church and its institutions are in danger. 
The Rev. C. H. Zimmerman believed the 
question of minor morals should be laid aside 
and that the attention of the church should be 
directed to the question of * economic righte- 
dusness. He characterized the lack of 
righteousness in business life as the greatest 
evil of the day and foremost of all mentioned 
Board of Trade gambling.

MISSOURI RIVER THREATENS TROUBLE. 


Rising Steadily at Omaha, Neb., and Much 
Property in Danger. 

Omana, Neb., June 11.— The rain in this 
vicinity has ceased, but the Missouri River 
continues to rise steadily.. The possible dan- 
ger line is eighteen feet and the stage of water 
is something over fourteen feet. The danger 
at Omaha depends upon sudden rises to the 
north. The indications are for increasing 
tains in this vicinity and to the north tonight, 
which makes the situation serious. The river 
today is pouring into Florence Lake. This 
is a lake of water a few miles above the 
city, formerly the old river bed, and 
for years the river has threatened to return to 
its ancient channel by this course. This would 
result in the destruction of millions of dollar 
worth of property, as the old river bed for 
miles is crowded with freight yards, big ware- 
houses, and residences. While the rise of 
three feet would bring the river to a very dan- 
gerous stage, it woul take even more to force 
it into the old channel, asthe property-own- 
ers along the route have taken every precau- 
tion to protect their places with artificial 
means. The river cannot possibly reach the 
danger line before noon tomorrow at 
most rapid rise. | |

After the President come the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, Minister of the Interior, Min- 
ister of Finance, and Attorney-General in the 
order of priority as named, who shall be ex- 
officié members of both Houses, with all the 
rights except that of voting. All legislative 
powets are. vested in a Legislature consisting 
of two Houses, a Senate and a House of Rep- 
resentatives, which shall organize and sit 
separately except as specially provided other- 
wise. The Senate shall consist of fifteen 
members and be elected to hold office for six 
years, The House of Representatives also 
shall consist of fifteen members, elected everv 
second year. A Senator must bea male citi- 
zen of not less than 30 years of age and three 
years u ‘resident, and must be the owner of 
property in the republic worth $5,000 above 
possible incumbrance, with a money income 
of not less than $1,800 per annum. Repre- 
sentatives inay be of any age over 25 years, 
with a property qualification of $1,000 and 
an income of $600. 

The first regular session of the Legislature 
shall convene the third Wednesday in Febru- 
ary, 1896, and biennially thereafter, in Hon- 
olulu. Sessions are limited to 120 days, and 
special sessions may be called by the Presi- 
dent. Voters for Senators are required to 
provea property qualification of $3,000 and 
an income of $900. The Advisory Council 
shall consist of fifteen members, five chosen 
by the President and five each by the Upper 
and Lower House. Miscelianeous provisions 


of the Constitution declare it to be the su- 


preme law of the land, confirm all existing 
laws and rights, treaties, contracts, etc., va- 
cate all commissions of the late monarchy or 
provisional government, forbid all gambling, 
and make provision for the first election 
within three months.
